The Growth of W oman Suffrage. 
In a very striking article entitled “The 
Leaven of W oman Suffrage Around the 
World,” published in T he Lippincott’s { 
Magazine, George Allan England says: > 
“The average American seems to have 
hardly more idea about the magnitude i 
of this wave elsewhere than he has about | 
the mountains on the moon, perhaps not i 
so much. 
F o r any good telescope will 
show those m ountains plainly, w hereas 
the capitalist press as a rule very care­ 
fully suppresses or distorts and ridicules 
the news in re woman suffrage abroad. 
The limit of knowledge of the average 
man barely exceeds this; that here at 
home we have four states where univer­ 
sal suffrage prevails, that there are vig­ 
orous demonstrations now taking place 
in England, and that ‘women vote in 
New Zealand.’ Beyond this his inform a­ 
tion is not likely to go, although his 
facile criticism and ridicule might indi­ 
cate a broader scope. 
“As a m atter of plain fact, that is not 
half the story. 8o rapid is the advance 
of the suffrage wave elsewhere than in 
free America, chivalrous America, that 
almost before one can record if iu cold 
type some other new development turns 
up. Let us just take a brief birdseye sur

pneumonia, 
grip, 
bronchitis, 
colds, 
tonsililis, 
and other pulmonary 
disorders, are all increasing in prevalence 
and severity. 
These disorders are. most 
of them, due to infection. 
This infection 
cannot flourish w ithout a soil th a t will 
nourish the 
germs and 
promote their 
growth, and over-feeding 
and 
bodies 
filleed with 
toxines 
due 
to retained 
wastes, furnishes easy victims for w in­ 
ter disorder infection. 
Over-feeding and 
indigestion predispose to cold taking and 
bronchitis or pneumonia. 
A good rule 
for both w arm and cold w eather is to 
eat for strength, as the wise m an says, 
not for pleasure or drunkenness. 
And 
alw ays keep the intake of nutrition to 
correspond with the output of wastes. 
T he hibernating anim als do not eat for 
they time they are resting. 
In w inter 
wild beasts have a scanty food supply. 
Man 
alone, 
being the surfeiting cold 
w eather animal. 
So he forfeits bis priv­ 
ilege of meeting the w arm season heat 
depressing influences with a clean vigor­ 
ous body, fortified by the tonic effects 
of w inter’s bracing cold.—Cooking Club 
Magazine.

Carlisle has sent 
out 4080 students and investigation has 
reached 1675 of them, showing the fol­ 
lowing results: One hundred and fifty- 
two have since died:

trades, 60; farm ers and ranchmen, 364; 
m erchants, 3; clerks, 20; in arm y or 
navy, 3; band musicians, 3; in circus, 1; 
professional baseball players, 2; house­ 
wives, 321; students, 56; laborers, 141; 
lumbermen, 5; day laborers, 23; cowboys, 
2; hotel keepers, 2; home w ith parents, 
34. 
F or the year 1909 it cost the gov­ 
ernm ent $100.60 a student to m aintain 
all the departm ents of the Cnrlisle school; 
the average cost of the twenty-six other 
non-reservation schools for the same pe­ 
riod w as $203.25. 
For the past fifteen 
years Carlisle has educated students at 
a c s t of $153.92 each; the average cost 
of Indian education a t the other non- 
reservation schools (combined and aver­ 
aged) has been $224.76. 
The total enroll­ 
m ent for the year w as 1132.

death occurred, and only seventeen stu ­ 
dents were found tubercular.

An Ind ustry of the Maine Woods— M eth­ 
ods and Profits. 
T he woods of Maine yield more than 
one-half of 
the five 
tons of 
genuine 
spruce chewing gum consumed in this 
country every year. Though the city fa c ­ 
tories turn out large quantities of a rti­ 
ficial gum, m ade from bitumen, pitch 
aud pa ratline and flavored with many be­ 
guiling essences, and sell their products 
so cheaply that the poorest citizen can 
afford to buy all the gum he w ants t<» 
chew, the clean, amber-tinted life blood 
of the black spruce tree is getting to be 
an expensive luxury, says a Bangor cor­ 
respondent of the Philadelphia Record. 
Before the pulp mills came to Maine 
crystal pure gum was sold by the jobbers 
for from 40 to 60 cents a pound. 
Most 
of it w as selected from newly chopped 
trees by the lumbermen. T h e advent of 
the pulp mills and the rapid transport» 
lion of the cut timber by rail from the 
stum p to the factory brought about a 
change of method. 
Old grow th spruce 
timber, from which the best quality of 
gum is obtained, is now so rare th a t an 
active lum berm an will not secure more 
than a pound of gum in a winter. 
T he 
demand 
continuing 
constantly, 
prices doubled in a few years, giving 
birth to a new industry, which gives 
profitable employment to more th an two 
hundred men a month in every year. 
It 
has taken about tw enty years to com­ 
plete the evolution of gum picking from 
a crude a rt to a science. 
T he men who engage in the business 
have regular routes, which they travel 
over year after year. 
The territory is 
leased from the land owners. 
Before 
coming down from a tree the hunter 
m akes deep horizontal gashes on the sun­ 
ny side of the trunk, forming wounds 
from which the pitch will exude during 
the sum m er and later harden into gum 
for the next harvest. 
Little gum of last season’s ripening has 
come to m arket, and the retail price in 
Bangor is 15 cents an ounce. 
W hen the 
pickers come in w ith their packs the 
price will fail to $1.75 and $2 retail, and 
about $1.50 in 10-pound lots. 
It is asserted th a t the habit of gum 
chewing gives one a clear brain, aud that 
the chewer can think quickly aud act 
wisely in conducting the affairs of life. 
More than two-thirds of the gum g a th ­ 
ered in M aine is sold in Boston, and 
most of this is retailed to local customers, 
a fact which may account for the high 
intellectual condition of Boston. 
Persons who visit the backwoods towns 
of M aine hear m any stories about enter­ 
prising citizens who have gained sudden 
wealth by cornering the gum supply. In 
1886 a Boston druggist named Brown 
came to Bangor to purchase lumber for 
a group of cottages be w as about to erect 
near Cottage City. 
H e sold spruce gum 
in his store, buying it from the jobbers 
at an average price of $1 a pound. F in d­ 
ing th a t he could buy it in Bangor for 59 
cents a pound, he purchased all he could 
get, visiting the camps in order to secure 
cs much as possible. 
H e bought nearly two tons, which he 
packed in boxes and stored aw ay to 
aw ait the opening of the river so that it 
could be taken to Boston by boat. 
The 
ice was late in going out of the Penob­ 
scot th a t year, and before the druggist 
received the gum the price had gone up 
to $2 a pound. 
H e made a profit of 
more than $5000 on an investm ent of 
less than $2000.

AID CHINESE STUDENTS. 


Yale W illing to Assist the Gov ernment 
in Teaching Them. 
The secretary of the Yale corporation 
has adv ised the state department that 
the univ ersity will be glad to co-operate 
with the department of state in the mat­ 
ter of receiv ing Chinese gov ernment stu­ 
dents, supported from the income of the 
Chinese indemnity fund. 
It is also an­ 
nounced that a Chinese well quulified 
for the post has been appointed instructor 
in Mandarin, to enable such students to 
continue their studies in the Chinese lan­ 
guage and literature while at the univ er­ 
sity, so that they may be at no disad­ 
v antage upon their return to their own 
country. 
It has been a frequent cause 
of complaint in China against students 
educated abroad that they hav e neglect­ 
ed the classics and history of their own 
people, and are often wanting in a schol­ 
arly acquaintance with their own tongue, 
such a plan adopted at Yale will do much 
to prev ent complaints of this sort against 
students educated there.

Good Thing.” 


The latest trust to vex the house­ 
holder is the “ Pot and K ettle T rust.” 
'J his is not its corporate name, for in 
the Directory of Corporations it is de­ 
scribed t is the Aluminum Company of 
America. 
It began business in 1888 as 
the P ittsburg Reduction company, one of 
its back ers being Col. Millard II. 
liun- 
sik er, head of the United States Steel 
Products company, the ex porting com­ 
pany of the I nited States Steel corpo­ 
ration. 
In 1858 alum inum sold in the 
United States ut .>iH» *a pound. 
The 
Aluminum Company <<f America secured 
valuable and secret electrical patents for 
the m anufacture of the metal, and the 
price per pound now varies from 35 to 
40 cents a pound, ’and the dem and is 
enormous, not alone for the m anufacture 
of frying pans, sauce pans, coffee pots, 
k itchen utensils, household articles and 
ornaments, but also for electrical pur­ 
poses, 
automobile parts and parts of 
flying machines. 
Competent authorities 
declare that it costs the Aluminum T rust 
only 0 cents a 
pound to m anufacture 
aluminum, but the alum inum industry is 
protected by a duty of 8 cents a pound 
on ingots and 13 cents per pound on 
sheet ■aluminum. 


In the current number of the Psycho­ 
logical Clinic, Dr. Lightner W itmer, pro­ 
fessor of psychology at the University of 
Pennsylvania, reports the results of tests 
made on a chimpanzee at the laboratory 
of the university.

His interest in the study of the mental 
intelligence of the apes led him to inves­ 
tigate “P eter,” a chimpanzee which is 
being ex hibited this w inter in vaudeville 
theaters. 
Peter w as put through many of the 
tests which Dr. W itm er uses for the 
study of back w ard children. 
He per­ 
formed m any of these tests in a most 
satisfactory manner. 
H e was able to 
string heads the first time he tried it. 
H e puts pegs in the ordinary k indergar­ 
ten pegging board. H e opened and closed 
and closed a difficult padlock . 
He uses 
ham m er and 
screwdriver 
and 
distin­ 
guishes w ithout any 
mistak e between 
nails and screws. 
A peculiar k ind of 
hammer w as given to him in order to 
fool him, but P eter w as not fooled. H e 
felt both ends of the ham m er and used 
the flat end instead of the round end. 
Showing 1rs initiative and general in­ 
telligence, 
Peter got aw ay during the 
tests from those who were watching him 
and darted for 
a 
wash stand, 
quick ly 
turned the faucet and put his mouth 
to the spigot and got a drink before be 
was snatched aw ay by his trainers. 
Peter understands language and fol­ 
lows verbal instructions w ithout signs. 
H e is able to say “ m am m a.” and Dr. 
W itm er taught him in five m inutes’ time 
to m ak e the sound of "p.” 
The most 
rem ark able performance was m ak ing the 
letter “w ” on the black board, in which 
he imitated I)r. W itm er’s movements ex ­ 
actly and reproduced a fair copy of the 
letter. 
The conclusions draw n from the tests 
are that the ape could be trained to show 
even greater intelligence than he posses- 
nt the present. 
P eter is the most in- 


the thought commanded the undivided de­ 
votion or his soul.

diamond mines 
which he controlled, the “( ’ape to Cairo” 
railway plan, the famous Secret Society 
of Millionaires organized by him; the 
Rhodes scholarships idea; all tha t he 
thought and all that he did, from his 
tw entieth year to his death, m eant the 
broadening out of the empire of England, 
the ex tension of English civilization, the 
dissemination among men of the ideas 
and principles of the English mind. 
It was Cecil Rhodes who brought on 
the Boer war, not because he hated the 
Boers, but because, as he look ed at it, 
the Boers were hindering the m arch of 
English 
sup rem acy in Africa, a suprem ­ 
acy which, he felt, was the best thing, 
in the higher sense, for all concerned, 
Boer as well as Briton. 
And today, only a few years after the 
war, the two races are in peaceful fed­ 
eration, happy and contented, •and to­ 
gether 
enjoying 
the 
blessings 
which 
would have been impossible but for the 
war. 
This rem ark able m an—one of the most 
rem ark able in many ways that the world 
has ever k nown, was born on July 5. 
1853, and was the fourth son of a poor 
clergyman of the Church of England. 
W hile at Ox ford he w as strick en with 
consumption, and was sent to South Af­ 
rica to recover his health. 
H e had small 
capital, but from the first his ventures 
were successful, and in a wonderfully 
short time he was a multi-millionaire. 
H e died in 1902, about two months be­ 
fore the 
close of 
the Boer war, in the 
forty-ninth year 
of 
his age, and time 
alone can tell w hether or not his great 
dream will be m ade good.—Rev. Thom as

ITALIAN CLIFF VINEYARDS. 


Grapes Growing in Places Reached Only 
by Ropes and Ladders. 


T he steepest vineyards in all E urope if 
not in all the world are situated on the 
northw es teoast of Italy. 
I have seen 
grapevines growing in m any countries 
and in many queer places, but nowhere 
have I ever seen vineyards located lik e 
those on the seacoast between Levanto 
and Spezzia. 
The vines in some places along the 
Rhine grow on very steep hillsides, but 
nothing to compare x x ith those growing 
on the lofty Italian cliffs. 
You can now 
and then get a good glimpse of these 
vineyards while riding in the train from 
Genoa to Pisa, which follows the coast 
almost all the way. The trouble is tha t 
tunnels succeed each other in rapid suc­ 
cession, thus continually break ing off the 
view of the sea and of the rock coast. 
A fter leaving Levanto, a small town 
situated on a semi-circular bay, ami go­ 
ing through a long tunnel, you soon come 
to w hat are culled the villages of the 
Cinque Terre. 
Each village is separated 
from the other by loftly cliffs. 
The vines 
cover the face of these bold cliffs, which 
are almost perpendicular. As such places 
can be reached only by ladders are ropes 
the difficulty of work ing the vineyard and 
of gathering the crop of grapes can easily 
be imagined. 
Almost as strik ing are those places 
where the vines are trained upon wire 
across gorges made by the stream s which 
cut the rock y coast. 
This whole region 
Is probably unique in its viticulture. Only 
men lik e the Italian peasant farm ers, 
who love the vine and its lucious fruit, 
would go to so much labor and trouble 
as to plant vineyards on the face of 
sheer cliffs.—American Wine Press.

check . 
T he 
whole test, says T he Scientific American, 
can be mi de in five minutes. 
The result does not 
show 
whether 
the adulteration consisted in the addi­ 
tion 
of w ater or in the subtraction 
of 
cream, but as a rule this m atters little 
to the consumer. 
W ha t he w ants to 
k now is w hether or not 
he got w hat he 
paid for. 
The suspected milk is stirred with a 
spoon in order to disseminate into the- 
whole liquid the cream which may have 
come to the surface. 
Then one volume 
of milk is poured into fifty volumes of 
w ater—one fluid ounce to two and a half 
pints. 
A candle is lighted in a dark room. The 
ex perim enter tak es an ordinary drink ­ 
ing glass with a flat and even bottom 
and holds it immediately above the can­ 
dle at a distance of about 1 foot from it 
so as to be able to see the flame of the 
candle through the bottom of the glass. 
H e then pours slowly the diluted milk 
into the glass. 
The flame becomes less and less bright 
as the level of the liquid rises into the 
glass. The flame is soon reduced to dull’ 
white spot. 
A little more liquid slow­ 
ly added so as to avoid pouring an ex ­ 
cess and the flame becomes absolutely 
invisible. All that rem ains to be done is 
to m easure the height of the liquid in 
the glass, this being most conveniently 
ascertained by dipping into it a strip of 
pasteboard and then m easuring the wet 
part. 
It should m easure not over am 
inch if the milk is pure. 
W ith good quality milk diluted and 
tested as stated the depth will be about 
seven-eighths of an inch before the flame 
is lost to view. A m ix ture of one volume 
of milk and half a volume 
of 
w ater 
should show a depth of 1G> inches. 
A 
depth of 2 inches indicates either par­ 
tially sk immed milk or a mix ture of one 
volume of good milk w ith one of water.

No m atter how great may be the care 
tak en in mak ing the mould, a bell has to 
be tuned before it will ring a clear, true 
note.

least bit out the tone will be spoiled. The 
first of these notes is produced by the 
vibrations at the mouth of the bell the 
second by the vibrations a little higher 
up, the third still higher up, and so on 
to the fifth, which is produced quite near 
the stop. 
As the character of the sound 
which rings depends upon the thick ness 
of the metal, it is possible, by tak ing thin 
■havings from various places in the in­ 
side of the bell, to alter the five notes un­ 
til they 
are ail in harm ony— M ontreal 
Standard.

sett and John W. Dwight, the authors 
of the famous “John and I” telegram 
to Owen Cassidy, Senator Conger’s 
predecessor, while the racetrack fight 
was on in the legislature. In his sworn 
charge S enatcr Conger sw ears that the 
bribery in question was initiated by 
Senator Aldds and that he dem anded 
the $10,000 instead of the br<dge m an­ 
ufacturing companies seeking out Sen­ 
ator Aldds to buy him off.

ferred that Senator Conger thus Justi­ 
fies his position in this controversy in 
that he would have it appear th at the 
bridge com panies had not taken the 
initiative and had to give up the mon­ 
ey or suffer the consequences.
